to know when bis Anthors, both Greek and Latin lived, an4 when the 
principal Hiſtories in them were d5n2. I have ſet d-wa a Table con- 
tatning and teaching the true w-iting, and ander ta:ding of any bard 
Engliſh word, borrowed {rom the Gre eg, Latinor French, and how to 
know the one from the oth:r, with the interpretation thereof by a plain 
Engliſh word : whereby the children ſhaſ} be prepared fr the under- 
ſtanding of thouſand: of Latine words befor: they enter the Grammar «= 


ſchool, which alſo will bring much delight and judgement to others. 


Therefore, if thou underſtanieft_ not any word in this Book,, not be- 
fore expounded , keep the Table. If I be generally received, I ſhall 


cqu.e one uniform manuer of teaching, thing which as it hath brought 


much profit unto the Latine tongue , ſo would it do to all other Lan- 
guag®s, if the like were prattt/ed. 

Finally, 1 bave given thee ſuch examyles for fair Writing, where- 
by in every School al' bad bands may be abandoned ; tbat if thou 
ſbouldeſt huy the lik? of any other ( wbich thou ſhalt ſeldome finde in 
England) they alore will coſt thee much more money then 1 ask thee 
fir my whole Profeſion.

I am gow theretore to dre my 
ſe. Ch to the urskiltu'l, which defirc to make wufe of it tor rheir own private bene= 
hic,and to {uch men and women of :rade,as Taylors, V Vezv« rs, Shop keepers, Scam- 
ters,and ſuch others, as have underral:en the ch arge of reaching others ; Give me 
leave therefore (1 bel{eech thee)to ſpeak plainly and familiarly ro tt ee; yea, lerme 
intreat thee to give all diligent regard to thoſe things which I ſhall celiver unto 
rhee : | ſcek nothing by thee, but tr y own pleaſure, eaſe and p'« fir, and t he goed 
of thy $ holers lt peradventure for 2 or 3 daycs, at the fi ſt, it may ſeem ſores 
what hard or ſtrange unto thee, yet be nord. fcouraged, neither cit xt from thee x 
for it thou take buc diligent pains in it bur 4 doyes, thu ſhalt learn many very 
prohrable things that thoy vever kneweſt, yea, thou ſhalc 1: arn more of the Eng» 
1 th rongue, then any man of thy calling (not b:ing a Grammarian) in England 
knoweth g thou ſhalr reach thy Scholars with better commendation, and profit 
then any o:her ( not follo#icg this order ) reacteth , and thvuu mayeſt fit on thy 
hop-doard, ar thy looms, or at thy needle 4 and never hinder thy wi rk to heas 
thy Scholars after r*ou haſt once made this liale boak faruliar ro rhee. The pra- 
ice and order or ſtudy, I know is a ſtranger rothee 3 yer muſt thou now be lure 
that thou paſſe nor oy«r xr. yone word Hefore thou well under and ite If rhou canſt 
not find out the meaning ane rrue uſe of any rule or word, and having aone pre- 
ſent to helpthee,, make a mark chercar with thy pen or pn unti: rhou meereſt 
with thy M'nifter or other learned S. holars, of whom thou maycR enguire z and 
do not think it any diſcredir to declare thy want, being in a #varrer pertaining to
